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WHAT ABOUT THE PUBLIO SCHOOLS? 

The school board having decided to drop 
domestic science and manual art from the high 
school course,consistency suggests that they might 
also be dropped from the public school course. If 
the object is to save money there is no defence for 
saving in one place and not saving in another. 
Tf, as it is to be supposed, the main end was 
increased efficiency, the argument applies in the 
one case as in the other. The public school 
teachers are also hundicapped, and the attention 
of the pupils dissipated, by a too-lengthy list of 
subjects. Fewer subjects and more thorough 
teaching is as much needed in the one school room 
as in the other. In fact the high school teachers 
claim that more concentration of effort is particu- 
larly needed in the public schools, and that be- 
cause the attempt is made to cover too much 
ground pupils get into the high schools without 
having really mastered the public school work. 
The public school teachers do not dispute the 
claim that they could send stronger students into 
the high schools if they did not have to chop the 
teaching day up into so many spaces and had 
more freedom to stress the essentials. On both 
sides it is admitted that we have developed vari- 
ety in the public school course at the expense of 
thoroughness. That is a serious matter. There 
could hardly be a more grave accusation made 
against the efficiency of the public school system. 
And it comes from two sets of witnesses, who 
view the matter from different standpoints, and 
each of whom is better circumstanced to judge 
than trustees, parents or officials. 


GETTING RESULTS. 

France is proceeding in a business-like way to 
get what it went after. French railway workers 
to the number of 120,000 have been sent into the 
Ruhr to replace the eGrman workers who went on 
strike when the distrjet was put under military 
occupation. As a result of this restoration of the 
transport facilities, it is said, the officials in 
charge are now ready to undertake the operation 
of the coal mines and other industries, and hope 
to bring the deliveries up to the amount to which 
the Allies are entitled under the peace terms. 
Which means that French miners »nd other in- 
dustrial operatives will be imported if and where 
that is necessary, and to whatever numbers are 
required to'produce results. France very evident- 
ly intends to get coal out of the Ruhr mines 
whether it is dug by German or French miners, 
and whether the trains are run by German or 
Vrench railwaymen. Also quite regardless of 
whether or not Germany approves, and of the 
solemn assurances of the British press that the 
thing cannot be done. The notion that the success 
of France’s undertaking depended upon the will- 
ingness of the German industrial employers and 
employees in’ the Ruhr to carry on‘‘ as usual’’ 
was a curious one, but it seems to have been 
somewhat widely prevalent. The delusion is now 
ina fair way to be corrected. Germany a few 
years ago found it entirely practicable to operate 
French and Belgian mines and other industrial 
concerns without the consent of the owners or the 
assistance of the usual employes. France is quite 
us capable of taking coal out of the German 
mines, and fully resolved to do it. 

But to get coal out of the Ruhr mines was only 
part of the French policy. The other part is to 
prevent Germany getting it; and to thus force the 
German Government to pay ‘the reparations 
claims. or make some serious effort in that direc- 
tion. German industry depends upon fuel from 
the Ruhr. If that supply is shut off, and kept so, 
manufacturing enterprises in all parts of the 
country will be foreed to close, railways to cease 
operation, and unemployment and hard times will 
follow. When those conditions begin to develop 
France foresees that the German Government 
will hear about it, and will be forced by publie 
clamor to make some settlement which will either 
get the French out of the Ruhr or induce them to 
allow Germany to draw coal from that area, This 
phase of the French policy is a matter of direct 
interest not to France alone but to all the Allies. 


Germany cannot pay France and refuse to pay | 


the others. There is nothing to suggest that 
France aims at a settlement of that kind or would 
be a party to it. While France is taking the risk 
and bearing the expense, the Allies generally 
stand to share in the benefits if Germany is com- 
pelled to buy coal at the price of paying, or try 
ing to pay, its debts. It will be an odd outcome 
if the Bonar Law Government, which has con 
demned the French occupation of the Ruhr, as a 
result of that occupation gets some real money 
from Berlin.

ANOTHER MANITOBA PRECEDENT. 


The Manitoba Government proposes to levy a 
; tax on gasoline at the point of entry into the 
| provinee. That looks very much like setting up 
a provincial custom's duty on that much required 


fuid, so much so that the difference is not dis- 
tinguishable, If an entrance tax on gasoline is 
allowable, why not a similar tax an wheat, or 
beef, or any other, or all other, commodities? And 
if Manitoba is thus at liberty to surround itself 
with a tax wall against the products of other 
countries and other parts of Canada, every other 
province is free to do the same thing. 

Tt would make no difference in the working out 
of things whether these fiscal barriers were called 
provincial customs’ duties or by some other 
name nor whether the object was to raise provin 
cial revenue or to protect 
The effect would be the same in either and any 
case. We should under that arrangement have 
two sets of duties imposed upon goods coming 
into the country from abroad, with the Dominion 
and Provincial authorities competing with each 
other as to which could collect the most revenue 
from imports or do most to prevent imports. Na- 
turally our foreign trade would go to ruin under 
those conditions and as we cannot sell abroad 
unless we also buy abroad we should have to cut 
down our farm production into correspondence 
with the requirements of the home market, Inter 
nally these boundary taxes would chop 
minion into separate economic units, would vivi- 
sect the national life, and would make the prov- 
inces semi-independent states in matters of trade 
and finance. 

That of course is a state of affairs too ridicul- 
ous and too ruinous to be contemplated, and it is 
not likely that the Bracken Government has any 
such end in view. But that is obviously what 
would happen if the powers which it is seeking to 
exercise in one direction were exercised by itself 
and by other provincial governments in a general 
way. It is to be supposed that this piece of Legis- 
tion will be promptly disallowed by the Domin- 


enough to pass it. There is nothing else to be done 
if the provinces are to be restrained from infring- 
ing upon the Federal sources of revenue, and if 
the country is to be kept from going into econ. 
omic chaos. 


ONE U. F BUDGET BALANCED. 


The Drury Government has not been noted for 
a policy of cheese-paring economy. On the con- 
trary, it has won the reputation, deserved or 
otherwise, of shovelling out public money at a 
rate no previous government of Ontario ever 
dared to do. On that account more significance 
attaches to the budget speech of the provincial 
treasurer, delivered a few days ago. The revenue 
for the past year outran the expenditure by more 
than a million dollars. There is no reduction in 
taxation as a consequence, but the public have 
the satisfaction of knowing that their pockets are 
not to be rifled under any new pretext nor to any 
more serious extent. On the other hand expendi- 
ture is being cut down from 37 milions to 25 mil- 
lions on current 
lions are to be borrowed for capital expenditure. 
lf the Ministers are not moved by compassion to 
the length of taking off some of the taxes, they 
at least are not imposing any new ones, while the 
cut of fifty per cent. in current expenditure 
shows that even a Government making no pre- 
tenses to parsimony realizes the present to be a 
time for shortening the financial sail. 

The spending program for 
totals up to 52 millions, approximately. Ontario 
has a population of three million people against 
six hundred thousand or less in Alberta. If the 
Greenfield Government is to measure up even to 
the standard of the Drury Government in recog 
nition of the time, and of the urgent need of re- 
trenchment, the budget of the local administra 
tion for the year will have to be whittled down to 
something like ten million dollars, including both 
current and capital outlay. And it is due to be 
borne in mind in this connection that the people 
of Alberta cannot afford to pay as much per head 
for government as the people of Ontario, The ag- 
gregate taxable wealth of this Province is trifling 
in comparison to that of the older 
Ontario draws enough out of Alberta every year 
as interest on mortgages and investments to go 
along way toward meeting the outlay of its 
Provincial Government. 


WHERE EXPENDITURE I8 JUSTIFIED. 


The member for Leduc has been urging the 
Provincial Government to Kasten the completion 
of the Lacombe and Northwestern railway to 
Edmonton. Times are dull, money is not plenti- 
ful, and the Province will have to slacken up on 
expenditure. But the completion of this railway 
is a project to which the Provinve is committed, 
one that has long been under way 
have to be completed within the next few years 
in any case and one which will give better service 
in return for the cost the sooner it is finished 

So far as the line has been built it has given 
the people in the adjacent territory the benefit 
of railway facilities, but the advantages of that 
have been heavily discounted by the fact that the 
accommodation is round-about and therefore 
costly. Only with the completion of the line, and 
the opening of direct communication with Ed- 
monton and the National railway main lines here 
will they be given the full benefit of the expendi 
ture already made 

Between the present rail-head and Edmontor 
is a large, fertile and well-settled country, muct 
of it too far distant to be satisfactorily served by 
the C. and E. The construction of this last link 
would bring to the Government road traffic 
which it does not now get, and would provide the 
means for the development of a far larger volume 
of traffic; with a corresponding increase in the 
earning power of the whole line. Operated as ¢ 
‘stub end,’’ there is little prospect that the enter 
prise can ever be other than a heavy money-loser 
| Built to the city, which is its one logical terminus 
| there is every reason to suppose that it would 
and prosperous 


become one of the most useful
